Police Charge 
Brampton School Teacher 
with Sexually exploiting student

Peel Regional Police 
have charged a_ teacher 
from Heart Lake Secondary 
School in Brampton with 
sexually exploiting a stu- 
dent. 

Doug Dale, a 45-year-old 
math teacher was _arrest- 
ed Tuesday, June 6, and 
charged with one count of 
sexual exploitation. 

Police arrested Dale one 
day after learning of an al- 
leged sexual relationship 
between the teacher and a 
16-year-old student. 


Peel Regional Constable 
Bally Saini says the arrest 
came shortly after police be- 
gan their investigation. 

“We got the information. 
It was reported to police 
June 5. They started their 
investigation and he was ar- 
rested on June 6.” 

The principal, Peter Koeh- 
nen, issued a statement at- 
tempting to assure students 
and parents that the school 
is safe. 

“T know that it’s import- 
ant to you, as parents, to feel 
confident that students are 


well cared for and protected 
while they are at school,” the 
statement read. 

“T take this responsibili- 
ty seriously—we have poli- 
cies and clear procedures to 
make sure students learn in 
a safe, secure environment.” 

Dale has been teaching at 
the school since 1999. He 
was held for a bail hearing. 

Police are asking the pub- 
lic to contact the special vic- 
tims unit at 905-453-2121, 
ext. 3460 if they have any 
information regarding this 
case. 


OMB Greenlights Mayfield 


West Development 


Caledon is claiming victo- 
ry in proceeding to the sec- 
ond phase of Mayfield West. 

It's being seen as a 
once-in-a-generation devel- 
opment that will take shape 
in the next few years as part 
of the Town’s Official Plan. 

The Ontario Municipal 
Board has cleared the way 
by granting approval of the 
Town’s Official Plan: “This 
is a historic decision for 
the Town of Caledon,” said 
Mayor Allan Thompson. 

“Tt is the culmination of 
years of work by council and 
staff both past and present 


working with the communi- 
ty, and confirms our tri-nod- 
al growth plan.” 

Mayfield West Phase II is 
207.5 hectares of land bor- 
dered by Mayfield Road to 
the south, Hurontario Street 
to the east and the Etobi- 
coke Creek to the north. 

The Plan calls for all 
modes of development to 
be considered. Caledon’s 
plans call for compact, tran- 
sit-supportive, pedestrian 
and cyclist friendly living. 

Collectively, these mea- 
sures are expected to pro- 
duce a healthy, safe and 


balanced community with a 
population of 10,348 people 
plus 3,799 related jobs. 

A diverse mix of land uses, 
a range of employment and 
housing types, high quality 
public open space and easy 
access to local amenities 
and services are key compo- 
nents in the complete com- 
munity plan. 


Beating the heat in 
Peel this summer

Sweltering weather con- 
ditions are causing Peel res- 
idents to run for cover. 

Peel Region issued a heat 
warning Sunday afternoon, 
alerting residents in all 
three cities that at least two 
days of further high-tem- 
perature weather were ex- 
pected through the next 
week. 

With temperatures on 
Monday afternoon reaching 
the low thirties with hu- 
midex values approaching 
forty, residents are urged 
to take extra precautions 
to stay cool due to a higher 
risk of heat-related illness- 
es, including heat stroke 
and dehydration. 

The hot weather didn’t 
stop some residents from 
going about their daily rou- 
tines. 

Some jogged their usu- 
al routes while others, like 
Aisling McKeown, busied 
herself with sweeping the 
stairway at her parents’ 
home as the sun shone 
overhead. 

McKeown said that it’s 
easy to know when you're 
running the risk of heat ex- 
haustion because you stop 
sweating. 

“You have to remind 
yourself to drink water,” she 
explained. “When you're 


sweating, your body is do- 
ing what it’s supposed to do. 
When you stop sweating, 
you re in the danger zone.” 

In a public statement, the 
Region also urged residents 
to be watchful of family, 
neighbours and friends who 
may be vulnerable and ex- 
hibiting signs of heat-relat- 
ed illnesses. 

Infants, children, seniors, 
individuals with chronic 
diseases and the homeless 
are at the greatest risk of 
getting a heat-related ill- 
ness. 

Symptoms of _heat-re- 
lated illness can include 
extreme thirst, vomiting, 
rapid breathing, dizziness 
or fainting and rapid heart- 
beat, among others. 

Residents who are expe- 
riencing any of these symp- 
toms should cool off as soon 
as possible by moving to a 
shaded or air conditioned 
area, increasing fluid intake 
and resting. 

If the symptoms persist, 
they should contact a doctor 
or call 911 immediately. 

When caring for someone 
who is showing signs of heat 
stroke, such as high body 
temperature, confusion, 
loss of consciousness or the 
absence of sweating, call 911 
immediately. 

Residents are also ad- 
vised to: 


- drink plenty of fluids 
(especially water) 

- avoid strenuous activi- 
ties between 10 a.m. and 4 
p-m., when the sun is at its 
hottest 

- wear light-weight and 
loose-fitting clothing 

- never leave children or 
pets in a parked car 

- follow the recommen- 
dations of a health care 
provider if you are taking 
any medications or have a 
health condition 

- take cool showers or 
baths, or use cool, wet tow- 
els on the face, neck and/or 
arms. 


Residents can also beat 
the heat this summer at 
pools and spray pads situ- 
ated throughout Brampton, 
Mississauga and Caledon 
or enjoy some shade at a 
neighbourhood park. 

During extreme heat, res- 
idents can also stay cool by 
visiting a nearby air-condi- 
tioned library or one of the 
many community centres in 
any of the cities. 

High temperatures in 
the mid-to-high 20s are ex- 
pected to continue in Peel 
through Tuesday morning.

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Sale of Lakeview an announced by OPG

The sale process has be- 
gun for one of Peel’s re- 
maining tracts of underde- 
veloped land. 

Ontario Power Gener- 
ation (OPG) announced 
last week that it has begun 
talks to sell the 177-acre 
Lakeview lands property in 
south Mississauga, which 
were formerly composed 
of industrial land. The sale 
and redevelopment of the 


site through the “Inspira- 
tion Lakeview Master Plan” 
is expected to bring up to 
20,000 new residents to the 
area over the next three-to- 
four decades. 

Minister of Finance 
Charles Sousa was also 
on hand to make the an- 
nouncement, noting that 
the sale is a historic step in 
revitalizing the waterfront 
and protecting the property 
for use by future genera- 


tions. 

Calling it a “shared vi- 
sion,” Sousa spoke at length 
about how he grew up in 
the area and worked closely 
with Councillor Jim Tovey, 
who spearheaded the In- 
spiration Lakeview project, 
and local partners to make 
the redevelopment a reali- 
ty. He noted that whichev- 
er developer purchases the 
property will have to stick 
to the Master Plan and re- 


mediate the existing land. 
“T made it clear that Lakev- 
iew would be protected for 
the public good ... this proj- 
ect is going back to the com- 
munity,” he said. 

The Master Plan includes 
designs for Ogden Heights, 
a higher-density residential 
neighbourhood with street 
frontage and _ retail/com- 
mercial use, an Open Space 
Network that comprises 36 
per cent of the available 


area, and an “innovation 
corridor” that will be home 
to 100,000 square feet of 
office and light industrial 
space. 

As part of the sales pro- 
cess, the purchaser of the 
land will also remediate 
and transfer 67 acres of 
land to the City of Mis- 
sissauga. Sousa said that 
interest had already been 
expressed by certain devel- 
opers, but wouldn’t divulge 


further details. 

Jones Lang Lasalle, a real 
estate advisory firm, has 
been hired to broker the 
sales process. 

Sousa said that Tuesday’s 
announcement was. im- 
portant to the community 
and the future of Lakeview. 
“The decisions we make to- 
day will affect our future in 
a profound way ... and we’ve 
made the right decision.” 


‘Desperate’ Mississauga cabbies ask city to drop idea of issuing more plates

Hundreds of cabbies 
packed Mississauga council 
chambers last week armed 
with a_ petition asking 
the city to scrap the idea 
of issuing another 250 
temporary taxi plates. 

Speaking on behalf of the 
Peel Taxi Alliance, Sami 
Khairallah told councillors 
the situation is growing 
‘desperate’ for cabbies and 
the issuance of another 250 
plates would only make 
financial matters worse for 
the ailing industry. 

He also —_— lambasted 
councillors for not doing 
enough to let his members 
know what’s going on. 

“The industry was taken 
by surprise. We did not 
know this resolution was 
going to be on the books. 
Not a single person was 
in this chamber when the 
resolution was voted on,” 
he said. 

Ward 5 Councillor 
Carolyn Parrish blamed 
taxi woes on the popular 


ride sharing service Uber, 
calling the decision to allow 
the service to operate in 
Mississauga a ‘mistake.’ 

“When Uber was passed 
by all but four people on this 
council, you let the snake 
into the garden. The snake 
is eating all the little animals 
and the animals are turning 
on each other. This is a 
disaster. We never should’ve 
passed it but it’s done.” 

Last March, councillors 
gave the go-ahead for an 
18-month pilot project that 
will allow transportation 
network companies (TNC) 
like Uber to operate in 
Mississauga. 

Uber is a ride sharing 
service that cabbies blame 
for hurting their business. 
Many cities have moved 
to regulate and license the 
service. 

The petition points out 
there are currently 18 taxi 
plates not in use due to ‘low 
demand’ for taxis. Those 
have not been rented out 


to taxi owner/operators 
despite historically low 
rental prices. 

Khairallah was also 


harshly critical of council for 
considering the idea without 
providing cabbies with more 
advance notice to respond 
to it. 

The petition contains 
around 214 names of 
cabbies saying the situation 
is difficult enough without 
possibly putting even more 
cabbies on the road. 

It also notes 98 per cent 
of taxis are owned by the 
drivers, over half of which are 
already owners of the plates. 
If another 250 temporary 
plates were issued, the 
current owners would see 
their plate ‘devalued’. 

Parrish took the 
opportunity to attack Uber 
and the “5,000 drivers 
flying all over the place, 
not knowing what they’re 
doing,” she said.

Nearby parks including 
JJ Saddington and Marina 
Park have had sections 
cordoned off to the public 
due to the tide and high 
water levels.

WW II D-Day 


Allies invade 
Normandy 
June 6, 1944

Years of careful planning 


came to fruition when 
American, British and 
Canadian troops landed 


on the coast of Normandy 
under General Dwight D 
Eisenhower and _ General 
Bernard Montgomery. 
Allied planners had_ kept 
the Germans guessing as 
to where the actual landing 
would be, which meant the 
Germans had no choice but 
to position major defences 
along the whole of the 
northern coast of France. 
Even after they got news of 
the landing Hitler remained 
convinced that Normandy 
was a diversion and the main 
invasion would be at Calais. 


The

that once a landing had 
been successfully achieved 
itd be difficult to repel 


Germans 


and concentrated _ their 
resistance on the beaches. 

D-Day was the start of the 
allied invasion of Occupied 
Europe - and the victory 
on the Western Front, 
code named “Operation 
Overlord”, the landings 
marked the start of a 
long and costly campaign 
to secure victory on the 
Western front. 

Troops were parachuted 
into drop zones across 
northern France while 
ground troops landed on 
five assault beaches: 


Utah, Omaha, Gold, Juno 
and Sword beach. And by the 
end of the day, the combined 
allied forces had established 
a strong foothold along the 
coast and could begin their 
advance into France. 

In case you’re 
wondering what the 
’D’ in D-Day stands 
for, the short answer: 
nothing. 

In military terms, D-Day 
and H-Hour are sometimes 
used for the day and hour 
on which a combat attack or 
operation is to be initiated. 
They are used when the 
day and hour have not yet 
been determined, or when 
secrecy is important.

The new Peel Manor is 
less than two kilometres 
away from the area the 
City is envisioning as a 
health cluster around the 
new Peel Memorial Centre 
for Integrated Health and 
Wellness. 

A recent study outlined 
a core strategy to build on 
existing strengths in the 
health and life sciences 
sector with forward looking 
thinking and _ technology 
advancements. 

Long-term outcomes of a

June is National 
Aboriginal History Month 
in Canada. With the prime 
minister’s recent trip to the 
Vatican and his request that 
the Catholic Church apolo- 
gize for the treatment of in- 
digenous people, there has 
probably never been a more 
timely occasion for students 
across Canada to study the 
rich history of Canada’s 
Aboriginal Peoples. Along 
with studying native culture, 
spirituality and the contri- 
bution of aboriginal people, 
students will learn of the 
injustices perpetrated on 
Canada’s indigenous people 
over much of the course of 
Canadian Confederation. 

Prime Minister Justin 
Trudeau has pledged to 
act on each of the 94 rec- 
ommendations in the 1996 
Truth and Reconciliation 
Report. Included are recom- 
mendations for developing 


and implementing kinder- 
garten to Grade 12 curricu- 
lums and learning resources 
on Aboriginal Peoples in 
Canadian history, and the 
history and legacy of resi- 
dential schools. 

With this climate in 
mind, the Peel District 
School Board (PDSB) has 
committed to entering a 
new paradigm of education 
about Canada’s Aboriginal 
Peoples. Harjit Aujla is the 
co-ordinating principal of 
First Nations, Métis and In- 
uit and Equity and Inclusive 
Education for the PDSB. 
He says, “We are integrat- 
ing the First Nations, Métis 
and Inuit history in a deep, 
rich manner that impacts 
learning. This will be very 
comprehensive, hands-on 
learning.” 

The kick off for the month 
was at the HJA Brown Ed- 
ucation Centre on June 
6. Between 150 and 200 
teachers, directors, school

tended the event. It featured 
Dr. Niigaan Sinclair, profes- 
sor and department head 
of Native Studies at the 
University of Manitoba. Dr. 
Sinclair is a scholar, activ- 
ist and writer. He is the son 
of the Honourable Justice 
Murray Sinclair, chair of 
the Truth and Reconcilia- 
tion Commission and noted 
commentator on indigenous 
issues for the CTV and CBC. 
Sinclair has co-authored 
books connected to native 
and indigenous education. 
The focus of the forum is 
to show what reconciliation 
looks like and to connect 
the history of indigenous 
education to contempo- 
rary Canada and specif- 
ically the Commission’s call 
to action.

Three weeks ago she and 
her husband both filled up 
their vehicles at an Ultramar 
station in Fenelon Falls. 

After an error by the at- 
tendant in which the cost of 
only one of the two fill ups 
was paid, Moore left the sta- 
tion thinking she had paid 
the full amount when she 
hadn’t. It was a mistake by 
the attendant and Moore 
later produced a receipt for 
police which proved she 
hadn’t stolen the fuel but 
says there’s a much bigger 
issue here.

Photo credit PDN File 
mistake, the OPP in Kawar- 
tha Lakes and the Peel Re- 
gional Police pay the price. 
Taxpayers pay the price. The 
oil companies are using our 
police resources as a collec- 
tion agency.” 

Moore’s comments were 
directed towards Police Chief 
Jennifer Evans who made a 
presentation at council be- 
cause it is a matter that con- 
cerns law enforcement agen- 
cies and taxpayers.

The Ontario As- 
sociation of the Chiefs of Po- 
lice has discussed the matter 
and there’s a general con- 
sensus that police resources 
can be better used. 


“We shouldn’t be re- 


sponding. This should be 
legislated,” Evans said. 


The chief told council- 
lors the problem could be 
resolved by having people 
pre-purchase their fuel at 
the pump. But adds, “the 
people who run the gas sta- 
tions who make money on 
chocolate bars, chips and 
pop want people to come 
into the store.” 

Moore says, there needs 
to be a way to “force the oil 
companies to take the kind 
of theft reduction measures 
that they need to.” 

Peel Daily News has 
reached out to the Canadi- 
an energy industry and is 
awaiting a response to our 
story. 

Moore says rules are dif- 
ferent in the U.S. where 
police don’t normally chase 
petty theft cases involving 
gas stations. 

She says in the U.S, it’s 
the responsibility of the oil 
company to have a ‘pay-be- 
fore-you-pump’ service but 
not in Canada where, “they 
got you on video, they got 
your licence plate number 
and they'll use the police to 
hunt you down.” 

“When you look at some 
of the things that are hap- 
pening in our communities, 
shootings and_ stabbings, 
mental health, those are our 
priorities.” 

There are cases in which 
gas and dash cases prove 
deadly. 

In 2011 a Mississauga gas 
station attendant and father 
of two died when he tried 
to prevent a customer from 
driving away without paying.

Mayor Bonnie Crombie’s 
recent musings about a 
potential HST hike in the 
province to help pay for 
more affordable housing is 
a non-starter that should 
never see the light of day. 

If such an increase was 
carried through it could 
raise nearly $4 _ billion 
that Crombie says could 
be transferred to local 
governments across Ontario 
to help deal with the housing 
crunch. 

No doubt cities badly 
need revenue tools but 
there are other ways to raise 
money without persuading 
the province to hike the HST 
— a move that would almost 
certainly seal the political 
fate of the Liberals in the 
2018 June election. 

Canadians don’t _ like 
tax hikes and_ provincial 
governments that hike sales 
taxes usually pay the political 
price for it. The former NDP 
government in Manitoba 
raised the provincial sales 
tax one percentage point to 
eight per cent in 2013 and 
Premier Greg Sellinger was 
thrown out of office in an 
election last year. 

Newfoundland and New 
Brunswick hike sales taxes 
two percentage points in 
2016 and their provincial 
governments took a hit in 
the polls. 

The provincial Liberals 
would have to have their 
collective heads examined 
if they hike the HST in a 
budget next spring two 
months ahead of the 2018 
vote. 

When Kathleen Wynne 
became premier in 2013 
she stated firmly that she 
would not raise sales taxes 
or hike taxes on middle class 
families to pay for transit 
and other infrastructure. 


She probably still believes 
that and would turn a deaf 
ear on Crombie’s idea. 

Mississauga has some 
other options to raise money 
for housing. 

While the Liberals won't 
extend the municipal 
land transfer tax to cities 
outside Toronto, Crombie 
and mayors of other 
GTA communities such 
as Durham, Brampton, 
Vaughan and Oakville could 
raise the lobbying pressure 
on the current government 
or the next one if their is 
a change in government 


next year. 
A low-debt city like 
Mississauga could issue 


municipal bonds to finance 
housing or go to the federal 
Infrastructure Bank being 
set up by the Trudeau 
government with concrete 
housing proposals. Speedier 
local approvals, rezoning 
and other moves could 
help boost the supply of 
affordable housing. 
Finally, Mississauga 
could sell off part of its stake 
in Alectra Utilities, the new 
power company formed 
by the recent merger of 
local utilities Enersource, 


Horizon Utilities, Hydro 
One Brampton and 
PowerStream. 


The province faced a cash 
crunch for transit and raised 
billions by selling offup to 60 
per cent of Hydro One and 
the Trudeau government 
has been studying whether 
to privatize the country’s 
airports to raise money for 
infrastructure. 

All said, there are plenty 
of ways to raise money 
without hitting consumers 
with an unpopular sales tax 
hike. Crombie should drop 
the idea.

PAUL COFFEY 


Peel’s greatest hockey player!! 


He turned 56 on June Ist.. 


During a storied NHL 
career, Malton born Paul 
Coffey consistently hit the 
heights—easily one of the 
greatest defencemen ever to 
play the game. For now and 
possibly forever, he’s the 
greatest hockey player ever 
to emerge from Mississauga. 

By the numbers: 

Coffey played 21 seasons 
in the NHL, won four 
Stanley Cups and was a 
14 time NHL All-Star. He 
won three James Norris 
Memorial Trophies as the 
league’s best blue liner. 

There’s more, much 
more: He played 1,409 NHL 
games, scoring 396 goals 
and adding 1,135 assists for 
1,531 points. 

Coffey also holds the 
NHL record for most points 
by a defenceman in the 


playoffs (196) and most 
goals by a defenceman in a 
single season, just missing 
50 in 85/86: he had 48 
that season. Five times in 
his career, he topped the 
100-point mark for a season. 

The kid from Malton first 
hit the ice as a “paperweight” 
playing house league in the 
MHL (Mississauga Hockey 
League). 

It didn’t take long for the 
future star to move up and 
be noticed. He played three 
seasons with the Ontario 
Hockey League’s Sault Ste. 
Marie Greyhounds. From 
there he was the Edmonton 
Oilers’ first pick in the 1980 
draft (sixth overall). He played 
in 72 games in his first season, 
accumulating 32 points (nine 
goals and 23 assists). 


Coffey was a force on 
an Edmonton team: the 
dynasty that included 
superstars Wayne Gretzky, 
Mark Messier, and Jari 
Kurri, winning three Stanley 
Cups: 1984,’85, ’87. 

After seven seasons in 
Edmonton, it was on to the 
Pittsburgh Penguins where 
he won his fourth Stanley 
Cup in 1991. His other NHL 
stops: Los Angeles, Detroit, 
Hartford, Philadelphia, 
Chicago, North Carolina, 
and Boston. 

Coffey also skated for 
Team Canada and was 
pivotal in three Canada Cup 
international wins: 1984, 
1987 and 1991. 

Four days after his 42nd 
birthday in 2003, he was 
inducted into the Mississauga 
Sports Hall of Fame. 


June 12th in Sports History 


The New York Knicks won 
the lottery and would go on 
to select Patrick Ewing 
out of Georgetown 
University with the No.1 
overall pick. 

Ewing was a superstar at 
Georgetown, as they reached 
the championship game of 
the NCAA tournament in 
three out of the four years 
he played there, winning it 
all in 1984. 

Ewing would go on to 


have a great NBA career, as 
he was an 11-time all-star 
and was named one of the 
50 Greatest Players in NBA 
History. 

However, Ewing retired 
in 2002 without the one 
thing he truly wanted — an 
NBA championship ring. 

The NBA instituted the 
Lottery System in 1985 
due to the fact that it was 
speculated the Houston 
Rockets, among _ others, 


were throwing games late in 
the season to finish with the 
worst record and therefore 
secure the first pick. 

In the new system each 
non-playoff team had an 
equal chance to obtain the 
first pick.

He gave up his job as a 
milkman in Orillia to join 
the Leafs in Toronto, but 
not before winning the Al- 
lan Cup with the local Terri- 
ers. “The Honest Milkman” 
as his Leaf mates called 
him, made his NHL debut 
at age 29 after persistent 
calls from scout and former 
junior teammate Gerry 
McNamara. 

On the strength of his 
booming shot, Alexander 
once won a scoring cham- 
pionship playing Senior 
hockey with the Colling- 
wood Shipbuilders. 


In Toronto, he provided 
solid defensive play for an 
up-and-coming Leaf team. 
After three partial seasons 
in Toronto, he was traded 
to Vancouver. He later 
signed as a free agent with 
the WHA Oilers. The Leafs 
hired him to coach their 
AHL affiliate in St. Catha- 
rines in 1984, but the next 
year he left the organization 
when the team wanted him 
to become assistant coach 
to Dan Maloney with the 
Leafs. The Milkman balked 
at uprooting his family and 
moving to Toronto and 
instead returned to private 
life. 

Alexander finished his 
career with 18 goals and 64 
points in 155 career NHL 
games, along with just 36 
penalty minutes. He also 
recorded 8 goals and 31 
points in 54 WHA games.

Maurice Richard was the first 
player to score fifty goals in 
one season. He reached the 50 
goal mark in 50 games in the 
1944-45 season.

Billy Smith was the first 
NHL goalie to be credited 
with scoring a goal. On 
November 28, 1979, in a game 
between the Islanders and the 
Colorado Rockies, the Rockies’ 
goaltender left the ice for an 
extra attacker after a delayed 
penalty call was called on the 
Islanders. The puck deflected 
off the chest protector of the 
Islanders’ Smith into the 
corner. Colorado rookie Rob 
Ramage picked up the puck 
and accidentally made a blind 
pass from the corner boards 
in the opposing zone to the 
blue line. Nobody was there 
to receive the pass, and so the 
puck sailed all the way down 
the length of the ice and into 


the Colorado net. Smith had 
been the last Islander to touch 
the puck, and was credited with 
a goal. 

Ron Hextall of the 
Philadelphia Flyers became 
the first NHL goaltender to 
score a goal by shooting the 
puck into the opponent’s empty 
net against the Boston Bruins 
in the 1987-88 season. The 
next season he became the 
first goaltender to score in the 
playoffs, by shooting the puck 
into the Washington 
Capitals’ empty net.
